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DETAILED ACTION 

Applicant's request for reconsideration of the finality of the rejection of the last 
Office action is persuasive and, therefore, the finality of that action is withdrawn. 

Claim Rejections • 35 USC §112 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 8 recites the limitation "said relevant traffic information" in claim. There is 
insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. Correction is required. 

Claim 8 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being incomplete 
for omitting essential elements, such omission amounting to a gap between the 
elements. See MPEP § 2172.01. The omitted element is a sensor system. As 
disclosed in the Specification, figures 1-2, page 5 lines 10-20 and page 7 lines 1-7, the 
information concerning traffic in an environment outside of the vehicle is generated by 
both the sensor system and the automobile navigation system. The automobile 
navigation system such as preexisting navigation systems only provide map and/or 
location information. For the purpose of examination, the examiner will interpret the 
limitation "information concerning traffic in an environment outside of the vehicle" as 
combined or superimposed information being generated by both the sensor and 
navigation systems in accordance with the Specification. 

Claim 1 2 is rejected for being dependent upon independent claim 8 that has 
been rejected. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
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1 . Claims 8 and 1 2 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 
The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 

matter: 

None of cited prior arts of record shows a method and arrangement for 
communication between a first party in a vehicle and a second external party 
comprising a system for providing a combined or superimposed information concerning 
traffic in an environment outside of the vehicle being generated by sensor and 
navigation systems; and a communication device for simultaneously transmitting 
telephone conversation between the first and second parties and the combined 
information from the first party to the second party. 

2. Claims 1 -7 and 9-1 1 are allowed. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: 

None of cited prior arts of record shows a method and arrangement for 
communication between a first party in a vehicle and a second external party 
comprising a system for obtaining a combined or superimposed information concerning 
traffic in an environment outside of the vehicle being generated by sensor and 
navigation systems (equivalent to "means for extracting relevant information concerning 
a traffic situation in an environment outside of the vehicle" as recited in claims and in 
accordance with the Specification, figures 1-2 and page 5 lines 10-20); and a 
communication system for simultaneously transmitting telephone conversation between 
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the first and second parties and the combined information from the first party to the 
second party. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments, see Appeal Brief, argument section, page 6-10, filed 
04/1 9/2007, with respect to the rejection(s) of claim(s) 1 -1 2 have been fully considered 
and are persuasive. Therefore, the rejection has been withdrawn. However, upon 
further consideration, a new ground(s) of rejection is made.
